THE DEAD-LINE

ERHAPS all the endless discussion about success and failure could be 
better understood—success more oftener attained, and failure made 
less frequent—if we could but center our consciousness upon the meaning 
end import of a simple, though full-of-significance phrase—the Deadline! 
We rush into enterprises unprepared and have to retrace our steps to

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GelberVs Comeback Is 
Big Sensation of 1935 
Baseball, Says “Sport 


The following article about C har­ 
ley Gelbert. freshman football coach 
at Gettysburg college, appeared in 
Wednesday’s issue of the Philadel­ 
phia Inquirer under the daily col­ 
umn, "The Old Sport’s Musing.” 
"In making his remarkable come­ 
back of 1935, all the more m em ­ 
orable, Charley Gelbert, the Cardi­ 
nals' shortstopper, put on a zippy 
finish. 
"He played his last game of the 
year at Trenton, New1 Jersey, where 
the 
Masonic 
dream 
game 
was 
staged, and against 
Lefty Grove, 
George Walberg and Herb Pennock, 
Gelbert drew a pass, hit two singles, 
a double and a home run for an 
average of 1.000. 
"Gelbert was accidentally shot in 
the leg in the hunting field at the 
end of the season of 1932 and it 
was never believed he would play 
ball again. 
Indeed he was out the 
entire seasons of 
1933 and 
1934. 
which seemed sufficient justification 
for holding the darkest view' about 
his condition. 
"A Pennsylvania boy and son of a 
famous Pennsylvania football star, 
Gelbert never gave up. T hat he was 
able to return to the baseball lawn 
at all last spring was due to his un­ 
dying courage. 
"It was a hard battle even at the 
training oamp at Bradenton. 
Had 
there been any quit in 
G elbert’s 


make-up he would have packed up 
and gone home, for at first it seem­ 
ed hard for him to get the neces­ 
sary jumping start on groundballs. 
Unless a shortstop can do that near­ 
ly every batted ball will go past 
him for a base hit. 
Did Not Clive I p 
"Gelbert’s injured leg could not 
give him that necessary jum p and 
I remember when the Athletics vis­ 
ited Bradenton for an 
exhibition 
game with the Cardinals th at some 
of the old-tim ers shook their heads 
and predicted that Charley could 
never come back. 
"The one dissenter around the 
Cardinal camp was Gelbert himself. 
Slowly, but steadily, he began to 
get a quicker start. By the time he 
left Florida he was better, but not 
yet right. 
“Manager Frisch was patient and 
gave Charley every chance. He must 
receive every credit for his sym­ 
pathetic attitude toward a player 
trying to regain his physical gifts. 
"As 
the 
season 
advanced 
and 
warmer weather came, G elbert be­ 
gan to show the fielding skill of his 


I former 
days 
when 
he 
was 
the 
Cardinal’s regular shortstopper. By 
mid-season he apparently was as 
fast as ever. 
"The best proof of th a t was th at 
the Cardinals retained 
him 
and, 
when Leo Durocher was out for a 


long period. Gelbert covered the 
position acceptably. 
"He also regained his batting eye.
